Chicago, March 4.—The railroads 


and the employes do not agree as

These organizations are 


the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers, the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen and Enginemen and the 
Brotherhood 
of Railroad 
Trainmen 


and the Order of Railway Conduct- 
ors. 
The referendum instructs the 


officials of the brotherhoods to enter 
into negotiations with 
the 
roads' 


representatives, provided the result 
Of the vote is favorable. 


The brotherhoods announce that 


the question is that of the eight hour 
day and time and a half for over 
time, similar 
to conditions 
which 


prevail in many other lines of in- 
dustry. 


Tire railroads say that the issue 


does not mean the 
coming of 
an 


eight hour working day, as contend- 
ed by the employes, but rather an 
increase of 25 per cent over present

pared with present rates.

mands pertain only to freight and 
not to passenger service. 


The propositions on which the men 


voted were divided under four ar- 
ticles.

hours on runs of less than 
100 


miles, and as soon as 100 miles have 
been run on longer trips, overtime 
to be computed at one and one-half 
times the prorata rate, no one to re- 
ceive less than they now receive for 
a minimum day. The second article 
referred to yard and switching serv- 
ice, the minimum for eight hours a 
day to be not less than now paid for 
ten hours a day, all over eight hours 
in any twenty-four hours to be paid 
for at time and a half rates.

The water nhttiined from dec], 
wells has pcrcolntoii through sands and 
ether material for •-•(• great a distance* 
that its Impurities have been remove:] 
by filtration, and 
ii. possesses a sani- 


tary value that cannot well be overes- 
timated, for such water is froo from 
the bacteria causinir typhoid fever and 
the protozoa causing amoebic dysen- 
tery, and its use obviates the necessity 
for shallow wells ihat may servo as a 
breeding place for Anopheles, the mos- 
«juito to which inalarlnl infections is 
fue.—Geological .Survey Bulletin.

West Main street building. 
After a 


short period Publisher Dutcher 
sold 


the paper to Samuel Stevens, wao 
later disposed of it to the late Fred 
Kochendorfer and Dr. Patton. 
the 


name at that time being 
changed 


from the "News" to the "Star." The 
Advocate put out its daily edition in 
1S82. 
In those days there was not 


room for two daily papers and the 
Star after a time ceased to exist. 


In 1S90. however. Newark 
had 


four daily 
papers—the American, 


the Tribune, the Sun and the Advo- 
cate. 
The American and Tribune 


were consolidated and the 
Sun

morning paper) suspended publica- 
tion.

gineers were further increased in 
1915." 


The roads further contended that 


the men made no allowance for the 
difference between railroad and in- 
dustrial service. 
They pointed out 


that the 
railroad 
engmemau 
or 


trainman is guaranteed payment for 
i full day no matter how few hours 
tie works and receives pay for more 
than a full day if he works more 
than either the established miles or 
lours. 
In most lines of industry, 


the railroads hold, the employe does 
not receive a day's pay for less than 
a day's work and ordinarily he can- 
not earn more than a day's pay with- 
out working more than the regular 
number of hours. Further the roads 
ontended that terminals are located 
generally so the distance between 
hem can be made in approximately 
ten hours, and that therefore the 
running time can't be reduced to con- 
orru to the demands without reduc- 
ng the tonnage of trains and there- 
by depriving the roads of efficiency 
n operation, or by building new ter- 
minals at enormous expense. 
It 


also was claimed that there have 
arisen no new conditions demanding 
arger rates of pay since the present 
rates were fixed by arbitration under 
ederal laws. 


The unions formally denied the 


arguments of the roads and in ex- 
>laining the reasons 
and 
motives 


'or their demand said: 


"The eight hour day movement is 


based wholly upon the justice of a 
work day of reasonable hours that 
will permit the men further to sep- 
arate the dead line between work 
and wages. The railroads say in ef- 
ect that men who have put in a few 
'ears of railroad service have work- 
id themselves out and will not be ac- 
:epted if they lose their positions, 
f men are worked in a few years 
inder present service conditions, the 
demand to extend their wage earning 
fears is fully justified. 


"Overtime in road service is due 


almost wholly to the practice of rail- 
oads overloading trains so that they 
annot make their mileage within 
heir time limits. 
The railroads are 


doing this for profit; they do not cle- 
ly it, and if they propose to de- 
mand extra service at the sacrifice of 
he health and future earning abil- 
ty of the men they should pay for 
t. 
The payment of overtime ap- 


ilies with particular force to yards 
where the companies can regulate 
heir work so that no overtime need 


made."
